HE JANUARY figures supplied to the Board of Trade by large 

retailers show that the level of sales was fairly well maintained 

on the whole, though in some important sections the value of 
sales measured relatively to those of a year before was rather lower 
than in December. When comparisons are made on this basis, it 
is important to bear in mind, for this and for the next few months, 
that retail sales at the beginning of 1951 were abnormally high. 
Another factor to be borne in mind in interpreting the January 
results is the reported holding of sales during that month on a wider 
scale than during the last few years, which means that the quantities 
of goods sold may have been rather greater than the figures in 
themselves would suggest. 

Sales of women’s and children’s wear remained slightly higher in 
value than a year before, though sales of men’s and boys’ wear were 
slightly lower. It is clear that the quantities of clothing sold must 
have been a good deal less than in January 1951, in view of the 
substantial increase in prices over the year. But if comparison is 
made with 1950, the increase in the sales indices is not much less 
than the increase over the two years in the clothing component of 
the Interim Index of Retail Prices, and the January results may 
therefore represent a level of trade little if at all worse than is to be 
expected in this month in normal conditions. Sales of footwear 
were high, and probably little lower by quantity than in January, 
1951. 

January was a relatively poor month for household goods as a 
whole. For a number of months it has been the furniture and 
furnishing results which depressed this index and once more 
furniture sales were substantially lower—by 12 per cent.—than a 
year before. But this month sales of hardware, radio and electrical 
goods were also down. 

The rise compared with a year earlier in the usually stable index

for food and perishables (including tobacco) was greater than in 
recent months, which is no doubt in part a reflection of the sharp 
increase in food prices between December and January. ‘The sales 
index for this group was more than 15 per cent. higher than in 
January 1951. 

The Ministry of Labour Interim Index of Retail Prices for 
January was 13 per cent. higher than a year earlier. ‘The household 
goods index rose 13 per cent., the clothing and footwear index 17 
per cent. and the food index 18 per cent, over the year. A significant 
alteration also took place in the food index between December and 
January, when a rise of 3.3 per cent. occurred. ‘These changes 
must be taken into account when attempting to assess changes in 
volume from the retail trade statistics, all of which are in value terms ; 
but the correspondence between the two sets of figures is not exact 
and any conclusions must be approximate. 


Sales by Type of Shop 


In the following comments, comparisons are made between the 
sales of the large retailers and those of independent shops most 
nearly comparable. ‘There are, however, substantial differences 
in the goods sold under the same headings by the two types of 
retailer particularly in the categories other than apparel. 

The change in the value of apparel sales by the large retailers as 
a whole was an increase of 4 per cent. compared with January 1951. 
Footwear trade was good for all types of shop—the increases 
over the year being about 15 per cent. for independent shops and 
co-operative societies and 19 per cent. for multiple shops and 
department stores—but there was more variation in the clothing 
categories. Sales of women’s wear by co-operative societies and 
independent traders were slightly lower than a year ago, 
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those of department stores were 2 per cent. up, and of multiple shops 
8 per cent. up. No change occurred in the value of men’s and boys’ 
wear sales by department stores and multiple shops compared with 
January 1951, but those of independent shops fell 3 per cent., and 
co-operative societies’ sales were 7 per cent. down. These figures 
show that the divergence between the trading results of the multiple

shops and other retailers of clothing was less marked in January than 
usual. 

Taking the larger organizations together, sales of furniture and 
furnishings fell by the same amount as those of independent retailers 
—just over 11 per cent. compared with a year earlier. Department 
stores, the only type of large shop for which these figures are published

separately, experienced a fall of 16 per cent. over the year in the value 
of their sales. Independent shops’ sales of hardware, radio and 
electrical goods compared less unfavourably with the level of January 
1951—they fell 3 per cent.—than did those of the larger retailers, 
whose sales were 6 per cent. lower ; the more detailed figures show 
that the drop in multiple shops’ sales was only 1 per cent. while 
for department stores it was 9 per cent. 

The value of sales of books and stationery by independent shops 
was 11 per cent. higher than a year earlier, as against a rise of about 
5 per cent. for the large retailers. January, however, was a poor month 
for the independent chemists, whose sales were 9 per cent. down over 
the year ; the worst result among the larger shops was a small decline 
for department stores, and sales by co-operative societies and multiple 
shops rose 1 and 3 per cent. respectively. 


Sales by Areas 


The small rise of less than 1 per cent. in non-food sales for Great 
Britain compared with a year earlier was typical of the change which 
occurred in most areas in January; there was, however, 
a fall of 6 per cent. in Central and West End London, and rises of the 
same extent in the North West and Midlands. For the trading year 
ended January the rise in the value of sales for all areas was about 
7 per cent., except in London, where it was 4 per cent. in the Central 
and West End area, and 11 per cent. in Suburban London,

of women’s and children’s wear over the year and the fall of 2 per 
cent. for men’s and boys’ wear are related to a month when clothing 
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sales were already high 
The 2 per cent. fall in sales of men’s and boys’ wear compared with 
January 1951, is, also, better than the equivalent figure for any month 


since August, apart from December. Sales in the trading year were 
about 3 per cent. higher than in the year ended January 1951. Stocks 
of these goods at the end of January were 17 per cent. higher by value 
than a year earlier, and probably not very different in terms of quantity. 

Sales of women’s outerwear and of women’s underwear show in- 
creases, compared with January 1951, quite close to the average of 
3 per cent. for women’s and children’s wear as a whole. The increase 
was about 10 per cent. in respect of millinery, haberdashery, etc., and 
of girls’ and children’s wear, and nearly 20 per cent. in the case of 
women's stockings and socks. In this group only sales of dress 
materials moved down, the drop over the year being 12 per cent. 

The cumulative value of sales of dress materials in the trading year 
likewise fell—by 8 per cent.—while total sales of millinery rose 6 per 
cent. and sales in the remaining categories rose between 11 and 20 per 
cent. The value of stocks of women’s and children’s wear was slightly 
higher than a year earlier, although in the important sub-group of 
women’s outerwear, there was a fall of just over 2 per cent. ; quan- 
tities must, however, have been lower generally. 


Footwear 


Footwear sales in January were 18 per cent. higher in value than a 
year earlier and sales in the year ended January 1952 showed a rise 
of 10 per cent. In spite of the high level of sales in January, stocks 
at the end of the month remained 28 per cent. higher than twelve 
months before. 


Household Goods 


The values of sales in January both of furniture and furnishings 
and of hardware, radio and electrical goods showed less favourable

of a year earlier since last August and the January figures suggest that 
the slight improvement in the previous two months was only tem- 
porary. Information supplied by some, but not all of the contributors 
of this group, indicates that the fall in sales of furniture and bedding 
was less than that of furnishing fabrics, household textiles and floor 
coverings. Cumulative sales for the group were 2 per cent. higher 
than in the year ended January 1951. The value of stocks, which last 
autumn was very much greater than a year earlier, was at the end of 
January only 4 per cent. more than at the end of January 1951. 

The fall of 6 per cent. in sales of hardware, radio and electrical goods 
below the level of January 1951 was unexpected, since throughout 
last year the sales recorded jn the section were higher than the year 
before. Since the hardware specialists show a drop in sales of almost 
the same maynitude as for the group as a whole, the’ sales of radio and 
electrical goods (by large retailers) must have fallen by almost the 
same amount. This is the more remarkable since sales of the latter 
goods by independent shops were 21 per cent. higher than a year 
ago. Cumulative sales by large retailers in this section in the period 
February 1951-January 1952 were 11 per cent. higher in value than 
in the preceding twelve months. Stocks appear to have been reduced 
in much the same way as stocks of furniture, and were only 5 per cent. 
higher by value than a year earlier. 

Chemists’ Wares 


Although the increase in sales of chemists’ goods in January was 
only 2 per cent. compared with January 1951 this was an increase on a 
relatively high figure, and may be compared with the 9 per cent. fall 
in the value of sales made by independent chemists. Cumulative 
sales in the trading year rose nearly 12 per cent. The value of stocks 
held by the larger retailers at the end of January was 10 per cent. 
higher than in January 1951. 

Other Non-Food Categories 


No index numbers are calculated for the remaining non-food 
categories. Sales of musical instruments and music fell 3 per cent.

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below the level of January 1951, while those of sports goods and 
cycles were 9 per cent. down. Sales of jewellery, leather and fancy 
goods went up 3 per cent. and of books and stationery 5 per cent. 
The largest change in cumulative sales in the year ending January was 
for books and stationery which rose 9 per cent. in value. In contrast 
to recent months, when, apart from musical instruments and music, 
the value of stocks has been higher than a year earlier, at the end of 
January it was lower for each of these four classes of goods. 


Food and Perishables 
In the middle months of 1951, the food index remained steadily 


about 10 per cent. higher than in the corresponding months of 1950. 
During the last three months this gap has tended to widen and in

January the value of sales of food and perishables was 144 per cent. 
higher than a year earlier. Fresh meat sales achieved the largest 
increase, of 30 per cent., over the year and bakery was next with a 
rise of 25 percent. Al! the other categories had increased sales except 
fish, poultry, game and rabbits, sales of which were the same as in 
January 1951. 

Cumulative sales of food and perishables in the trading year rose 10 


per cent. and stocks were 21 per cent. higher than at the end of 
January 1951.

EPRESENTATIVES of the British Heavy Chemicals Industry 

have left for the United States to study over a period of six weeks 
the level of productivity attained in the equivalent American industry. 
The visit is undertaken under the auspices of the Anglo-American 
Council on Produc,ivity and the technical aid programme of the 
Mutual Security Agency (formerly Economic Co-opxyration Adminis- 
tration) which meets the dollar costs involved. 

Consideration will be given to :— 

Definition and measurement of productivity. 

Factory and plant layout. 

Constructional materials for plant. 

Instrumentation and automatic control. 

Mechanical handling of materials. 

Treatment and disposal of effluents. 

Standardization of equipment and products. 

Organization of plant maintenance. 

Supervision and cost control. 

Labour recruitment, training, promotion, shift-working, incen- 
tives and the like. 

Safety and welfare. 

Visits will be paid to manufacturing plants, mainly in the Southern 
States. 

The Team has been invited to attend the Convention of the 
American Institute of Chemical Engineers at Atlanta, Georgia, on 
March 16-19. 

A report embodying findings and recommendations considered 
applicable in the interests of efficiency and productivity in Britain 
will in due course be published in the series issued by the Anglo- 
American Council on Productivity.

Claims for Pre-war and War-time 
Italian Lire Debts 


HE Board of Trade announce that agreement has now been 

reached with the Italian authorities on the terms of settlement of 
pre-war and war-time debts due from Italy and Trieste which were 
expressed in lire, and fall within the terms of the Anglo-Italian 
Financial Agreement No. III, of April 17, 1947. 

Debts of this kind whigh have been registered or recorded with the 
Administration of Enemy Property Department, the Ministero del 
Tenore, Rome, or the Ufficio Italiano dei Cambi, Rome, are regarded 
(subject to their eligibility in other respects) as qualifying for transfer, 
provided that the debtors have deposited or will deposit the appro- 
priate amounts in lire with the Italian authorities. Details of claims 
not already recorded with any of these authorities (except for claims 
in respect of Italian State Loans and State-guaranteed loans) should 
be sent to the Administration of Enemy Property Department, 
Lacon House, Theobald's Road, London, W.C.1, as soon as possible 

Claims 1n respect of interest on and redemption of Italian State 
Loans and State-guaranteed loans should be made to Hambro’s 
Bank, Bishopsgate, London, E.C.2. 

The final date for the notification of these claims is May 1, 1952. 
After that date the Italian authorities will be under no obligation to 
accept applications.

N consultation with the Trade Associations concerned, the Com- 

missioners of Customs and Excise have reviewed the treatment of 
dressing table and other toilet trays under Group 31 (a) of the 
Purchase Tax Schedule, and have decided that for the future the 
tax charge under that provision will be confined to :— 

Trays supplied as part of a toilet set. 

Trays made to match other articles chargeable under Group 31 

or candlesticks 

This change of practice, which is operative from March 4, 1952, 
supersedes all decisions which have been given in respect of indi- 
vidual articles. 


False Beards and Moustaches 


The Commissioners of Customs and Excise have reviewed the 
liability to Purchase Tax of false beards and moustaches. After 
consultation with the trade, they have decided that in future they 
will regard those which are of a kind commonly sold as carnival 
goods (e.g. moustaches designed to be clipped to the nose) and which 
are made up of bundles of natural or imitation hair glued to a backing 
or roughly twisted into the shape of a beard or moustache as taxable 
under Group 20 (a) of the Tax Schedule. 

Theatrical beards and moustaches, each hair of which is separately 
waved or shaped and separately threaded to a backing designed to be 
gummed to the face, will be regarded as outside the scope of the tax. 

Notice No. 78, page 50, should be noted accordingly.

radio and electrical goods, though the larger shops and independent 
retailers showed almost the same increase in the value of sales during 
the trading year, the latter had better results in January compared 
with January 1951. Independent booksellers, stationers and news- 
agents fared better in similar comparisons than their large-scale 
counterparts, and in chemists’ wares, as usual, it was the larger 
organizations that achieved the more favourable trading outcome. 


Clothing and Footwear 


The value of sales by drapers was almost the same as in January 
1951, but there was a 3 per cent. fall in total sales by men’s wear shops. 
Sales of men’s wear had, however, been at a relatively high revel a 
year earlier, and it is worth noting that the sales by the large-scale 
men’s wear shops were almost as much down over the year. The 
index for men’s wear rose very much more in December than that for 
drapers, but the seasonal falls shown by the latest figures were almost 
identical, so that the recent recovery in men’s wear sales has been 
maintained. ‘The value of drapers’ and bespoke tailors’ sales in the 
twelve months ended January 1952 was in each case 2 per cent. lower 
than in the previous year, while the fall in sales by men’s outfitters 
was 5 per cent. 


Independent boot and shoe retailers had a satisfactory month, 
with sales 15 per cent. up over the year ; this figure is of particular 
note since, for some time, the level of sales had been lower than a 
year earlier. Owing to the high sales in the first half of the trading 
year, however, the total in the twelve months showed an increase of 
3 per cent. over sales in the year ended January 1951. 


Household Goods 


The fall in the index of furniture and furnishings over the month 
was appreciably greater than at the beginning of 1951. As a result 
January was the sixth month running that the furniture index had 
fallen below the level of a year earlier; this time it was 11 per cent. 
lower, compared with 5 per cent. lower in November, and 4 per 
cent. lower in December. Cumulative sales in the period February 
1951—January 1952 were still 3 per cent. higher than in the previous 
twelve months. 

Sales by hardware, electrical and radio shops fell 3 per cent. com- 
pared with January 1951, thus breaking the run of increases compared 
with a year earlier which has lasted more than twelve months. As 
usual the trade of the radio and electrical specialists was considerably 
better than that of the group as a whole, the value of their sales being 
21 per cent. higher than a year earlier. Cumulative sales for the 
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trading year were up 12 per cent. for the whole group and 28 per 
cent. for the radio and electrical specialists. 


Chemists’ Wares 


After reaching a record level in December, the index for indepen- 
dent chemists fell lower than in any January since 1948; the drop 
was 9 per cent. compared with a year earlier. Trade was good in 
most months of 1951, and the results for the trading year ended 
January 1952, show a rise of 4 per cent. in the value of sales over 
those of the year before. 


Other Retail Categories 


Sales by independent booksellers, stationers and newsagents in 
January were 11 jer cent. higher than a year earlier. Increases of 
this order have been recorded throughout the trading year, and the 
percentage increase in the value of sales for the year as a whole was 
12 per cent. 

Jewellers’ sales fell 2 per cent. below the level of a year ago, having 
fallen rather more than usual from the December peak. But 
relatively good results were recorded during most of 1951, and the 
cumulative sales for the trading year were 7 per cent. higher than in 
the previous twelve months. 


Sales of toys, sports goods and leather goods, which are particularly 
subject to seasonal influences, fell 70 per cent. from the record Dec- 
ember figure to the same level as a year earlier. The total value 
of sales in the period February 1951 to January 1952, was 5 per cent. 
more than the year before. 


Motor and cycle dealers, garages, etc., showed the smallest drop 
of all independent retailers in sales values between December and 
January, and in the latter month sales were 21 per cent. higher 
than a year earlier. ‘The rise in sales during the year ended January 
1952, compared with the previous year, was 20 per cent.

fallen below that of the corresponding month a year earlier has, how- 
declined every month since September, both for drapers and 
for men’s outfitters and bespoke tailors. A similar steady improve- 
ment is shown by the figures of percentage changes for boot and 


ever, 


shoe retailers, which showed sales 16 per cent. less than a year earlier 
in September, but in January an increase over January 1951 of 15 
per cent. 


Turnover in household goods showed a drop over the year, the 
furniture dealers’ results being worse than for the hardware, electrical 
and radio group. In the remaining categories the significant changes 
compared with a year earlier were a rise of 11 per cent. in the sales 
of booksellers, stationers and newsagents, and a fall of 9 per cent. 
in those of chemists. This is the first time that chemists’ sales have 
fallen below those of a year before since April and May last year, but 
the percentage increases recorded, by contrast with the figures 
for the apparel group, have declined since September. 


For the trading year which ended in January 1952, the clothing 
retailers were the only independent shops to experience a fall in the 
total value of sales compared with the previous twelve months, the 
largest fall—of 5 per cent.—being in sales by men’s outfitters. 
Moderate increases of up to 12 per cent. in total turnover for the year 
occurred in the rest of the field covered by the panel except for 
the radio and electrical specialists, whose increase was 28 per cent., 
and for motor and cycle dealers, garages, etc., where the value of the 
year's trading rose 20 per cent. 


It is of interest to compare these results with those of the larger 
retailers. In respect of clothing and footwear, the larger retailers 
showed better results than the independent shops as compared with 
a year earlier, both for January and for the trading year. For the 
year, the department stores showed similar results to those of the 
independent retailers, the Co-operative societies rather better 
results, especially in footwear, and the multiples the best. The 
advantage of the latter was greatest in respect of women’s and children’s 
wear ; for footwear they showed almost the same increase in sales 
for the year as the Co-operative societies, and for men’s and boys’ 
wear they finished with a smaller advantage than they had possessed 
earlier in the trading year, as a result of having suffered almost as 
heavily as other types of shops during the period of reduced sales in 
September, October and November. 


In the furniture and furnishings category there was little difference 
in the results for large retailers and independents. For hardware,

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Effects of Increased Prices of Admission to Cinemas 


ESULTS of enquiries into the distribution of films during the 

first half of 1951, the prices of admission to cinemas during the 

week September 23-29, 1951, and an analysis of admissions and 
gross takings in cinemas during that week are included in the article 
below, the eighth in the series ‘ Statistics of the Film Industry in 
Great Britain.” Articles in this series have appeared quarterly in 
the Board of Trade Journal, the first appearing on May 13, 1950. 
This article includes a summary of information published in previous 
articles. 


Film Production 


The usage of first feature studio space in producer-operated studios 
at the end of December 1951 was almost unchanged compared with 
three months earlier. There was some decline, however, in other 
studios. Apart from a slight increase in the area of producer-owned 
studios booked for 13 weeks ahead, the forward booking position was 
less favourable than at the end of September. There was a sharp 
decrease in the number of employees, other than crowd artists, 
engaged in the production of first feature films and the number at 
the end of December 1951 was about the same as a year earlier. 
There was also a considerable drop in the number of man-days 
worked by crowd artists and the number during the fourth quarter 
was less than half that in the previous period. 

Film Distribution 

The results of the second enquiry into film distribution are shown 
in tables VI and XIV. The enquiry related to the distribution of all 
35 mm. films, other than news-reels, in Great Britain during the first 
half of 1951, and returns were received from all licensed distributors 
in Great Britain. 

Of the total gross rental of £11,643,000 charged during the period, 
£7,572,000 (65-0 per cent.) was payable to producers for films dis- 
tributed on their behalf, £1,763,000 (15-1 per cent.) was taken by 
direct distribution expenses, and £2,309,000 (19-8 per cent.) was 
retained by distributors. The proportions of total gross rentals 
distributed in this way were only slightly different during this period 
from those for 1950. Only in the case of British films of less than 3,000 
feet in length, for which the proportion of gross rentals payable to 
producers was 43-9 per cent., compared with 26-9 per cent. in 1950, 
and the proportion retained by distributors was 40-3 per cent., com- 
pared with 56-9 per cent., were these proportions significantly dif- 
ferent. It should be noted that although the amounts paid to producers 
for films bought outright are shown separately (in footnote (b) to 
table VI), the rentals received by distributors for these films are 
included in the total figures, and consequently the balance of the 
rentals earned by them, after payment of direct distribution expenses, 
remains in the hands of the distributors. ‘The amount shown in the 
table as being retained by distributors is therefore relatively high 
when, as in the case of British short films, the amount of outright 
payments is large proportionately to payments to producers, out of 
rentals earned, for films distributed on their behalf. 

The number of persons employed in the distribution of films at 
June 30, 1951 (table XIV) was slightly higher than at December 30, 


1950. 
Film Exhibition 


The enquiry into cinematograph film exhibition for the third 
quarter of 1951 covered the thirteen weeks from July 1 to Septem- 
ber 29. Questions relating to takings and admissions during the week 
September 23-29, and the number of tickets at various prices sold 
during that week, were included in the enquiry in addition to the 
information normally collected. Information derived from these 
additional questions is shown in tables IX to XI. Thirty-two 
cinemas were deleted from the register as being no longer in operation 
and returns have been compiled for 4,561 cinemas (99-8 per cent. of 
those known to be operating commercially during the period in the 
exhibition of 35 mm. films), with a seating capacity of 4,193,000. 


Total Admissions and Takings (Table VII) 


Gross box-office takings during the third quarter were £27,911,000, 
compared with £25,652,000 in the previous quarter, an increase of 
8-8 percent. Increases occurred in all regions and ranged from 3-8 per 


cent. in the Midland region to 17-2 per cent. in the Southern region. 
The greatest proportional increase was, as might be expected, in the 
Holiday areas, where it amounted to 38°6 per cent. Total admissions 
during the quarter, however, increased by only 2:2 per cent. (from 
337,290,000 to 344,830,000) and the increase in gross takings was 
due largely to an increase in the average price of admission during the 
quarter to 19-4d., compared with 18-3d. in the previous period. 
This increase was mainly due to the increased rates of entertainment 
duty and payments to the British Film Production Fund which, took 
effect from August 5, 1951. Increases ranged from about $d. ih the 
East and West Ridings regions to nearly 2d. in the Eastern and 
Southern regions ; in only three regions was the increase less than Id. 
In Holiday areas the increase was 2d., and in all other areas about 1d. 
The average price during the week ended September 29 (after the 
introduction of the new duty scale) was 20-6d., an increase of nearly 
24d. compared with the average price during the previous quarter. 

Increases in the number of admissions occurred in most regions 
and were as high as 8-1 per cent. in the Southern region and 7-1 per 
cent. in the South Western region. The Midland and North Midland 
regions showed small decreases compared with the previous period. 
There was a large increase in the number of admissions in holiday 
areas (26-1 per cent.) and a slight decrease in industrial areas (0-3 per 
cent.). The increase of 2:2 per cent. in the number of admissions 
between the second and third quarter of 1951, compares with an 
increase of 5-1 per cent. between the corresponding quarters of 1950. 

Compared with the corresponding period of 1950, the total number 
of admissions during the third quarter was smaller by 3-9 per cent. 
(344,830,000, compared with 358,913,000), and the higher gross box- 
office takings, £27,911,000, compared with £26,976,000, was due, 
therefore, entirely to the increase in the average prices of admission. 
Only two regions, Northern and Eastern, had more admissions during 
the third quarter of 1951 than the corresponding period of 1950 

Gross box-office takings during the first nine months of 1951 were 
£81,181,000, compared with £80,321,000, during the corresponding 
period of 1950, an increase of 1-1 per cent. ; and the number of 
admissions were 1,040,735,000, compared with 1,071,558,000, a 
decrease of 2:9 per cent. The greatest decrease in admissions was in 
the Midland region (5:1 per cent.), but the falling off was general in 
all regions except the Eastern and Northern. 

Of the economic areas, Holiday areas showed the greatest decrease 
(4-7 per cent.). 

Distribution of Takings, with Details of British Film Pro- 
duction Fund Payments (Table VIII) 

Separate information was collected for the third quarter of 1951 of 
payments to the British Film Production Fund. These amounted 
to £649,000, or 2-3 per cent. of gross box-office takings. ‘The amount 
paid as entertainment duty—{9,677 ,000—was 34-7 per cent. of gross 
box-office takings. The total of these payments thus represented 37-0 
per cent. of gross box-office payments, compared with 35-2 per cent. 
during the previous period. The 5-7 per cent. increase in net takings 
(from £16,631,000 to £17,585,000), compared with an increase in 
gross takings of 8-8 per cent. 

In the third quarter there was a reversal of the sharp rise during the 
second quarter of 1951 in the proportion of net takings taken by 
payments for film hire. These payments represented 35-6 per cent. 
of net takings during the third quarter compared with 36-5 per cent. 
in the previous period. The two regions that showed the greatest 
increases in the previous period, the Eastern and London and South 
Eastern, showed the greatest decreases in the third quarter. As a 
result of the drop in the proportion of payments for film hire, the 
increase in exhibitors’ share, from £10,566,000 to £11,315,000 (7-1 per 
cent.), was proportionally greater than that in net takings and admis- 
sions ; but owing to the increases in the payments as entertainment 
duty and to the British Film Production Fund, it was less than that in 
gross box-office takings. 

Net takings and exhibitors’ share during the first nine months of 
1951, were virtually unchanged compared with the corresponding 
period in 1950.

during the week September 23-29, 1951, has been analysed according 
to the gross takings of cmemas during that week. Table LX shows that 
during the week 66:7 per cent. of cinemas had gross takings of up to 
£500. These cinemas accounted for 40:3 per cent. of all admissions 
and 31:3 per cent. of gross takings during the week. Cinemas with 
gross takings of up to £1,000 accounted for 87-6 per cent. of all 
cinemas, but only 69-7 per cent. of admissions and 60-6 per cent. of 
gross takings. ‘The gross takings of only 1-9 per cent. of cinemas was 
greater than £2,000, but these cinemas represented 6-4 per cent. of all 
admissions and 11-4 per cent. of gross takings. 


Distribution of Admission Prices (Tables X and XI) 
Information relating to the number of tickets sold at each admission 
price was obtained for the week September 23-29, 1951. The altera- 
tions in the scale of entertainment duty and payments to the British 
Film Production Fund which took effect from August 5, 1951, has 
necessitated the analysis of the information into different groups from 
those into which similar information relating to the week March 11-17, 
1951, was analysed in the sixth article in this series published in the 
Board of Trade Journal of September 1, 1951. The results of the two 
enquiries are not, therefore, directly comparable. It is possible, how- 
ever, bearing in mind the changes in the scale of duty, to make tentative 
comparisons, ‘The group containing prices up to 7d. was unaffected 
by price changes and the results of the two enquiries are comparable. 
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The proportion of tickets falling in this group was, for the whole of 
Great Britain, slightly less than in the earlier period—7-4 per cent., 
compared with 8-6 per cent., although in the Southern and London 
and South-Eastern regions the proportions were slightly greater. ‘The 
proportion of tickets in the group 8-11d., however, was, for the whole 
of Great Britain, only about half the proportion in the group 8—10d. in 
the earlier enquiry ; in the Midland region the proportion was 3-0 per 
cent. compared with 16:1 percent. It is difficult beyond this point to 
make direct comparisons, but a comparison of the proportion of tickets 
sold at 1s. and in the group 1s. 1d. to 1s. 6d. with the proportion of 
tickets sold in the group 11d. to 1s. 3d. in March shows a considerable 
increase—from 27:4 per cent. to 38-7 per cent. for the whole of Great 
Britain. The enquiry revealed the popularity of the 1s. seat since the 
revision of the tax scale. 20-3 per cent. of all seats were at this price. 
There were wide regional variations, however, and in three northern 
regions—Northern, East and West Ridings and North Western—and 
Wales and Scotland the proportion exceeded 25 per cent., while in the 
Eastern, London and South Eastern, Southern, and South Western 
regions it was 10 per cent. or less. Comparison of tickets costing 1s. 7d. 
or more in September with those costing 1s. 4d. or more in March 
reveals a slightly smaller proportion in the later period—47°5 per 
cent. compared with 50:8 per cent. ; there were no great regional 
variations in the proportions of tickets sold at these prices.

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Questions in Parliament—(Continued) 
Future of Utility Goods Scheme 


Asked about the future of the Utility goods scheme, the President 
replied that he would make a statement on this matter at the earliest 
possible moment. 


Metals for Making Models 


There was no restriction on the supply of small quantities of iron 
and steel, the President said. Details of the distribution scheme for 
these materials were given in the Notes for Consumers, published 
by H.M. Stationery Office. Copper and zinc may be used without 
licence in the making of models, provided the metals were 5 per cent. 
or less by weight of the finished article. The use of nickel was 
prohibited, except under licence. Licences for any of these materials 
were not ordinarily given except on export grounds. 


Imports of Steel from Japan 


The President stated that 3,120 ons of steel were imported from 
Japan during January. 


Resale Price Maintenance 


Asked what action he proposed to take on the unanimous recom- 
mendations of the Committee on Resale Price Maintenance, par- 
ticularly the recommendation that steps be taken to render illegal 
the application of sanctions which extended beyond the remedies 
open to an individual producer for any breach of resale price mainten- 
ance conditions, the President said that he was not yet ready to make 
any statement on this subject. 

North-Eastern Trading Estates 

Factories administered by the North Eastern Trading Estates Ltd. 
were employing 16,481 men and boys, and 25,782 women and girls, 
making a total of 42,263, at January 5, 1952, the latest date for which 
official statistics were available, it was stated. 


Decline in Demand for Clothing and Textiles 


The President said he was well aware of the general decline in 
demand for textiles and clothing, both at home and abroad, in recent 
months, and he was watching the position closely in consultation with 
the Minister of Labour. 


MONDAY MARCH 3 
Exports of Steel to Israel 


The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Henry 
Strauss said that exports of steel to Israel for each of the years 1947 
to 1951 were, in thousands of tons :—

Mr. Strauss said he hoped it might be possible to maintain supplies 
of manila rope to inshore and other fishermen at their present level 
for the next six months. But manila hemp costs dollars and future 
supplies must depend on the state of our balance of payments. 

The price of manila hemp ropes depended on the costs of raw 
materials and of manufacture, which changed from time to time. 
Maximum prices for these ropes were approved by the Central 
Price Regulation Committee ; and were at present as follows for the

Cost of Children’s Clothes and Footwear 


Asked why the cost of children’s clothes and footwear under price 
control, was higher in comparison with those of adults than the 
respective amount of material and labour required for their manu- 
facture suggested, the President replied that the cost of making articles 
of clothing was not strictly proportionate to the size. ‘The labour cost 
was proportionately greater for smaller sizes and the cost of trimmings 
for example might be the same or greater. 
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Exports of Tinplate 

The President said that the Trade and Navigation Accounts showed 
that the total amount of tinplate exported in the year ended December 
31, 1951, was 239,663 tons distributed as follows :—

These figures included quantities of tinplate, amounting in all to 
about 60,000 tons for the essential needs of British oil companies 
operating overseas. They did not, however, include exports of 
tinplate in the form of flattened cans ; these were not shown separately 
in the Accounts, but they amounted, he understood, to some 7,000 
tons. 

It was expected that direct exports of tinplate, including exports 
in the form of flattened cans, but excluding supplies for oil companies 
would amount in 1952 to about 250,000 tons. Of this quantity 
about 170,000 tons was likely to go to Commonwealth countries, 
including the Colonies. Of the remainder, nearly one-third would 
go to European countries with which we had bilateral trade agreements 
under which we got supplies of scarce and essential raw materials. 
The balance would be sent to a number of other countries, as in 1951, 
largely to be used for packing essential foodstuffs for import into this 
country. 

Steel from United States 

Asked what types of steel were included in the 1,000,000 tons 
recently purchased in the United States, the Minister of Supply, 
Mr. Duncan Sandys, replied that the steel, of which there would be 
800,000 tons, was likely to include ingots, semi-finished steel, hot 
rolled coil, cold rolled sheet, wire rods, bars, tube strip and alloy steel. 
The proportions would depend upon further contracts yet to be placed. 

He added that the bulk of the additional steel obtained under the 
recent agreement in Washington would not reach the United Kingdom 
until the third and fourth quarter of the year. However, a slight 
increase in supplies was expected in the second quarter from which the 
engineering industries would benefit. 

Cloth Ordered from Abroad 

Since July 1950 about 88 million yards of cloth had been ordered 
abroad by the Ministry of Supply at a cost of about £29 million, 
Mr. Sandys stated. The majority of the contracts were placed during 
the second and third quarters of 1951. 

Scrap Steel and Local Authorities 

Asked whether, in view of the amount of redundant tram track 
available as scrap he had yet come to any conclusion as to the possibility 
of reimbursing local authorities in regard to the difference in the value 
of scrap steel made available and the cost of reconditioning the high- 
ways concerned, Mr. Sandys replied that the iron and steel industry was 
giving financial assistance to local authorities in order to encourage the 
recovery of tram rails for scrap. The amount of financial assistance 
varied according to local circumstances. 


TUESDAY MARCH 4 


China for Home Market 

Mr. Strauss said that under the Domestic and Ornamental Pottery 
(Manufacture, Marking and Supply) Order 1950 (S.1. 1130) a manu- 
facturer was not allowed to manufacture domestic pottery without a 
licence granted by the Board of Trade. With certain exceptions, 
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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of answers to questions of interest to industry asked in Parliament. 


WEDNESDAY FEBRUARY 27 
Import of Tortoises 


Asked whether, in view of the fact that approximately 200,000 
tortoises from Casablanca alone were unported into Engand during 
1951 and that only two or three per cent. of those imported were 
able to survive an English winter, he would consider the desirability 
on economic and other grounds of withdrawing the present arrange- 
ment under which tortoises could be umported on an open general 
licence, the President of the Board of ‘Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 
replied, ‘' No, Sir.” ‘The import licensing powers conferred on the 
Hoard of ‘Trade under the Import, Export and Customs Powers 
(Defence) Act, 1939, were intended primarily to safeguard the balance 
of payments, and he did not think that it would be appropriate to use 
these powers for such a purpose 


THURSDAY FEBRUARY 28 


Volume of Textile Production 


No official comparison of changes in the volume of textile produc- 
tion in the United Kingdom between 1938 and the post-war years was 
available, the President said. It was, however, estimated that, taking 
1946 as 100, production mn 1935 was about 143, and in the first six 
months of the year 1951 was 154. ‘The comparable figure for the 
last six months of 1951 was about 140. Comparisons over such a 
period should, of course, be interpreted with caution. 


Trade and Navigation Accounts 


Asked to resume publication in the ‘Trade and Navigation Accounts 
ot the bullion and specie account which used to be included in 
pre-war issues, the President rephed that he had considered this 
vygestion with some care, but he was not convinced that the value 
of these figures would justify the expense of their publication. If, 
however, the questioner had any particular arguments to put about the 
usefulness of publishing them, the President would be glad to know, 
so that he could consider the matter further 


Imports of Fresh Asparagus 


The President stated that fresh asparagus may be imported this 
year under Open General Licence from a number of European and 
other sources except between April 16 and June 30, during which 
period imports would not exceed 100 tons and would be made under 
heences issued to individual importers

Census of Production Form 330 


The President was asked to reconsider the Census of Production 
Form 330 recently issued to the electrical engineering trades ; and 
whether, in view of the necessity to concentrate on increased produc- 
tion, he would postpone the completion date. 

He replied, ‘‘ No, Sir.’ Most firms found the time allowed for 
completion sufficient. In the relatively few cases where extension 
of time was needed for special reasons, the Census of Production 
Office always considered the request sympathetically. 

In reply to a further question the President stated that the cost of 
the Census of Production form 330 was approximately 6d. a copy. 


Contracts in the Argentine 


Asked, in view of the recent successes by German firms in obtaining 
contracts from the Argentine for trolley omnibuses and power station 
equipment, what steps he took to assist British firms in tendering for 
these contracts, the President replied that as a result of action by 
Her Majesty's Embassy in Buenos Aires, the time limit for submitting 
tenders for the trolley-bus contract was extended. Although the 
United Kingdom prices were lower, the contract was obtained by a 
German concern which, he understood, offered quicker deliveries 
and more extended terms of payment. As to the contract for equip- 
ment for the power station at San Nicolas, which he assumed was that 
referred to by the questioner, Her Majesty's Government was not 
asked for assistance. 


Arc-Lamp Coloured Gelatines 


The President stated that there was no record in his Department 
of the issue of any import licences since 1945 for arc-lamp coloured 
gelatines, as such, from the United States of America. It was, of 
course, possible that some might have been imported under a licence 
issued for some more general description, but arc-lamp coloured 
gelatines were not separately specified in the trade returns of the 
United Kingdom. 


Building in Development Areas 


Asked if, in view of the increasing number of unemployed in 
Sunderland, he would allow the North Eastern Trading Estates 
Company to commence work on the proposed specially designed 
standard factory, the President replied that*’the building of factories 
in the Development Areas in advance of demand was deferred 
indefinitely by the previous Government early in 1951, and the 
present shortage of steel and need to restrict capital investment are 
such that he did not think that he would be justified in reversing this 
decision. 


Prices of Clothing and Furniture 


Since October 31, 1951, manufacturers’ maximum prices for most 
kinds of utility furniture, men’s shirts and underwear, cotton knitted 
goods, and children’s light outer clothing had been increased, the 
President said. However, prices of these and other textile goods in the 
shops were now settled largely by competition, and many goods were 
on sale at prices below the maximum. 


Hire Purchase on Motor-Cycles 


Asked whether, in view of the added importance that would 
attach to motor-cycles as a consequence of the coming re-deployment 
of labour due to rearmament, he would exempt these machines from 
the hire-purchase order, the President replied, ‘‘ No, Sir.”

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Trade of Wholesale Textile Houses 
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Lower Stocks in January 


IHE SALES of the Wholesale Textile Houses in January showed 

no recovery from the low levels of recent months. The value of 

home sales was 26 per cent. less than in December, which was a 
much larger fall than in recent years, though not so great as the pre-war 
movement. The total home trade index was at its lowest level since 
the end of 1946, 28 per cent. lower than in January 1951. 


Stocks, which normally rise in January, this year fell 5 per cent. 
over the month ; they were 31 per cent. higher than a year earlier, 
and this figure, though still fairly high, is considerably less than the 
corresponding figures for the last few months. 


Sules of women’s and children’s wear were 22 per cent. lower than 
a year earlier. The only sub-category of this group for which an 
increase was recorded was millinery, sales of which increased 12 per 
cent. ; the falls in the other sub-categories ranged from 10 per cent. 
for haberdashery to nearly 40 per cent. for knitted underwear. 
Stocks for the whole group were 23 per cent. higher than a year earlier, 
but while stocks of women’s coats, costumes, raincoats etc. rose only 
8 per cent. over the year, those of knitted outerwear and underwear 
increased 68 and 63 per cent. respectively, and stocks of ladies’ hose 
were 52 per cent. higher. 


Sales of men’s and boys’ wear were 39 per cent. lower than in 
January 1951, though the fall in the case of ready-made clothing was 
only 27 per cent. Stocks for this group as a whole were 42 per cent. 
up but there was a smaller rise—13 per cent. over the year—in those 
of ready-made clothing. 

Sales of household textiles were down 33 per cent., and those of 
furnishings 23 per cent. compared with January 1951 when trade was 
at a relatively high level. Stocks of these categories were higher than 
a year earlier by 43 and 57 per cent. respectively.

The 
principal exceptions were china teapots, teapot stands, sugar bowls 
and coffee pots with no decoration other than colouring in the glaze, 
which could be supplied freely on the home market, and export rejects 
supplied under licence. 

Employment in Factories 

Asked about the recent fall in the number of persons employed in 
the factories administered by the North Eastern Trading Estates 
Limited, Mr. Strauss said that the fall was due mainly to the current 
decline in general demand for textiles and clothing. The President 
was watching the position closely in consultation with the Minister 
of Labour. 

As the questioner was no doubt aware, employment in these factories 
on January 5, 1952, was over 3,000 more than a year ago, 

In reply to a further question as to what number of persons, men 
and women, separately, were employed in North Eastern ‘Trading 
Company factories in Sunderland on November 1, 1951, and on 
February 1, 1952, Mr. Strauss replied that the comparable dates for 
which official statistics were available were September 30, 1951, and 
January 5, 1952. On September 30, 1951, 1,470 males and 4,074 
fernales, making a total of 5,544, were employed in factories in the 
Sunderland area administered by the North Eastern Trading Estates ; 
corresponding figures for January 5, 1952, were 1,257 males and 3,592 
fernales, making a total of 4,849. 

References to Monopolies Commission 

The President would bear in mind the supply of industrial gases 
when further references to the Monopolies Commission were selected, 
Mr. Strauss said.

Exporters to the United States of America will find a 
valuable guide to selling goods 1n a section of the American 
market, which has been virtually untouched by foreign 
concerns, in a book entitled “ Dollar Exports. Sales to 
Public Authorities in the United States. A survey of Pur- 
chasing Legislation and Practice in Relation to Federal, 
State and Municipal Purchasing Agencies.” 

A review of this book, which represents one of the few 
comprehensive accounts to be published of this field and the 
details of procedure in selling to United States Public 
Authorities, appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on 
February 16.

Exports of Nylon Stockings 

The President was asked if he was aware that firms in the United 
Kingdom making nylon stockings were now unable to sell abroad in 
competition with local manufacturers, and if he would allow these 
frustrated exports to be released on the home market, so that the 
stocks held by manufacturers may be reduced to a reasonable size. 
Mr. Strauss replied, “ No, Sir.”’” He knew that it had become more 
difficult in recent months to export nylon stockings and most other 
textile products, but he understood that the best known brands were 
still selling well overseas. 

With regard to the second part of the question, there was no 
prohibition of the sale of nylon stockings at home, but each manu- 
facturer’s allocation of nylon yarn depended upon his exports of 
stockings. Owing to the difficulties in export markets he understood 
that some manufacturers were temporarily increasing their deliveries 


at home, but when overseas demand revived exports must again have 
first claim on supplies.

Extension of Open General Licence on Fruit Juices 


HE REVOCATION of the Open General Licence for fruit juices 

not containing more than 65 per cent. by weight of commercial 
sweetening matter, viz. sugar, invert sugar, honey, molasses, solid or 
liquid glucose, or any similar starch conversion products (e.g. malt 
syrup) or any mixture of such materials which are consigned from and 
originate in the Scheduled Territories, Muscat and Oman, as notified 
in Notice to Importers No. 475 (see Board of Trade Journal on 
February 9, page 265) restricted the import of fruit juices, unsweetened 
or of low sugar content, the import of which would not prejudice 
United Kingdom supplies of raw sugar. 

The Board of ‘Trade now announce (in Notice to Importers No. 
476) that with effect from March, 12 1952, the Open General Licence 
referred to in Notice to Importers No. 458 Appendix IIT (as amended 
by Notices to Importers Nos, 472 and 475) has been extended to 
include the following goods if consigned from and originating in the 
Scheduled ‘Territories, Muscat and Oman :— 

Group 1. Foop, Drink, erc.—Part A. 

Fruit juices not containing more than 5 per cent. by weight of 
commercial sweetening matter, viz. sugar, invert sugar, honey, 
molasses, solid or liquid glucose, or any similar starch conversion 
products (e.g. malt syrup) or any mixture of such materials. 

The Open General Licence relates to goods consigned from and 
originating in any of the permitted sources ; thus, goods consigned 


from one of the permitted countries and originating in another per- 
mitted country are covered, but not goods originating in any other 
country even if consigned from one of the permitted countries. 

Licences for imports from the Scheduled Territories, Muscat and 
Oman of fruit juices other than the types now restored to Open 
General Licence will be issued during the period ending December 
31, 1952, so that the quantity which may be imported will be main- 
tained at approximately the same rate as imports from these sources 
during the twelve months ended October 31, 1951. Separate 
applications for these juices should be made on Form ILB/A (Revised) 
and addressed to the Board of Trade, Import Licensing Branch, 
Romney House, Tufton Street, London, S.W.1. Importers should 
send with each application a statement of the quantity and value 
(c.i.f.) of their imports of these juices during the period November 1, 
1950—October 31, 1951 ; only those imports which were consigned 
from and originated in the countries concerned and which were paid 
for directly by the applicant to the overseas supplier should be 
included. Importers who have already sent statements of their 
imports of all fruit juices, in accordance with the instructions set out 
in Notice to Importers No. 475, February 5, 1952, (paragraph 6), are 
now requested to send a revised statement showing only their imports 
of fruit juices other than those of the type now restored to Open 
General Licence.

First-Aid For War-Damaged Plant 
NDUSTRIAL REPRESENTATIVES in areas containing a 
number of important war factories are being invited by the Ministry 

of Supply to form smal! self-help panels prepared to assist each other 

with labour, materials, plant and any other facilities they may have 
available in the event of damage occurring in war-time. 

The main task of carrying out repair work to factories damaged in 
war will fall upon the Works and Buildings Emergency Organization, 
as part of the National Civil Defence arrangements. 

It is considered, however, that factories engaged on important war 
work should themselves introduce and operate a voluntary system of 
self-help and should be able to provide immediate first-aid from their 
own resources to get factories back into production as quickly as possible. 

Where repair work could not be undertaken by the panels, the 
matter would be referred immediately to the Works and Buildings 
Emergency Organization. 

The Regional Controllers of the Ministry of Supply are preparing 
to set up the panels in their Regions.

Such boards are different from “ fibre boards ”’ made from 
wood or other vegetable fibre by a felting process already covered by 
British Standard 1142. The preparation of a quality Standard for 
wood chip boards is under consideration. 

Meanwhile the British Standards Institution has now published 
B.S. 1811 ‘‘ Methods of test for wood chip boards, wood waste 
boards, and similar boards,’”” which includes tests for the more 
important characteristics of this material, namely, a test for transverse 
flexural strength, a method of determining the effective modulus of 
elasticity, a test for deflection under sustained load and for resistance 
to impact, measurements of density, volatile content, water absorption, 
thermal conductivity, surface spread of flame and a test for dimensional 
changes caused by moisture. Discussion is continuing with a view to 
extending the range of tests as soon as sufficient information is available 
on which standard methods can be based. Price 2s. 


Scheme of Syinbols for Welding 


The new scheme of symbols contains radical alterations of the former 
practice. B.S. 499: 1952, Section 7, has been drafted with full 
knowledge and appreciation of the work to be done in the interests of 
international collaboration to secure co-ordination between British 
and American practices. 

Apart from the aspect of co-ordination with American practice the 
scheme provides a more flexible arrangement than can be obtained 
from the appendix to B.S. 499: 1939. 

It departs from previous practice in two fundamental respects. 
The terms “ near side" and “ far side "’ have been discontinued in 
favour of the terms “ arrow side” and “ other side.’’ This not only 
provides uniformity with the American scheme, but overcomes the 
difficulty encountered in some views of welds where the former terms 
were inapplicable. It has also been decided that the disposition of the 
weld symbol relative to the reference line should be based onthe 
American system. At the outset, this might appear to be a reversal 
of former practice, inasmuch, as the symbol is placed below the 
reference line for welds on the “‘ arrow side,” instead of, as formerly, 
above the reference line for welds on the “ near side,”’ but this reversal 
is true only to a limited extent. Nevertheless, many of the features 
of the former scheme have been preserved 

It is emphasized that the increasing collaboration between American 
and British industry will lead to growing confusion if the differences 
between the practices in the two countries are maintained. Con- 
sequently, it is considered preferable to make the change now, even 
a some difficulties may be created during an interim period.

Oxy-Acetylene Welding of High Temperature and High 
Pressure Pipelines 


B.S. 1821: 1952 is the first of a series being prepared for the 
welding of pipelines and covers service conditions in which the 
pressure exceeds 250 Ib./sq. in. and/or the temperature exceeds 
425 degrees F. (220 degrees C.). 

The Standard lays down the conditions for shop and site welding 
ef joints in such steel pipelines and fittings up to and including 20-in.

This section covers not 
only plain butt welds, but also flanges and bends, both gusseted and 
cut-and-shut. 

Part 3, for branches, includes details of preparations for the set-on 
and set-in types. 

Sleeve welds are covered in Part 4.

Electricity Meters 


The British Standards wore has pubiished the first section of 
a comprehensive revision of B.S “ Electricity meters.” In this 
revision (B.S. 37, Parts 1 and 2: + Sohn a new arrangement has been 
adopted, the requirements for various types of electricity meters being 
given in separate parts, preceded by a part dealing with general 
requirements applicable to all the types. 

Parts 1 and 2 (issued as a single document) are now available, as 
follows :— 

Part 1.—General clauses applicable to all types of motor meter. 
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Part 2.—Single-phase 2-wire whole-current credit type meters. 

Further parts will be issued in due course and will deal with 
prepayment meters, polyphase meters, kW. demand meters, trans- 
former-operated meters, direct current meters, portable meters and 
precision meters. 

In the revision, alterations have been made in the system of rating 
and in the number of ratings of single-phase 2-wire whole-current 
meters. It is pointed out that, owing to the world-wide shortage of 
materials prevailing at the present time, some of the permissible limits 
of error are greater than would otherwise have been specified. 

Part 1 covers reference standards and definitions, and such matters 
as general construction, terminals diagram of connections, temperature- 
rise, ~~"apaee direction of rotation, name-plates, energy register and 


Part 2 covers standard ratings, dimensions, speed of rotation, power 
losses, limits of error, minimum running current, factors affecting 
change or error, excess current, facilities for adjustment, etc.

Standards for Block Suet aud Shredded Suet 


THE Minister of Food has authorized the publication of a Report 
of the Food Standards Committee recommending the introduction 
of a standard for block suet and a revision of the existing standard 
for shredded suet. 
Block Suet 

The Committee recommend the introduction of a statutory stan- 
dard for block suet with the following definition :— 
“ Block suet shall consist of beef suet rendered and free from 
fibrous tissue and shall contain not less than 99 per cent. by weight 
of beef fat.” 
Shredded Suet 

The Committee recommend that the statutory standards for shred- 
ded suet contained in the Food Standards (Shredded Suet) Order, 
1944, S.R. & O. No. 45, be revised as follows :— 

** Shredded suet shall consist only of shredded, flaked or other- 
wise comminuted block suet, with farinaceous material and the 
proportion of fat shall be not less than 83 per cent. by weight.” 
On the understanding that the proposals had the full support of 

the trade, the Committee did not consider it necessary to trouble the 
trade to give oral evidence \ period of one month is, however, 
being allowed for any representations from interested parties.

Stainless Steel Hospital Operating-Theatre and Ward 
Hollow-ware 


B.S. 1823 : 1952 has been prepared to meet the need for standardiza- 
tion of small stainless steel hollow-ware utensils for use in hospitals. 
Specifications are given for instrument trays, kidney dishes, wash 
bowls, lotion bowls and gallipots. The range of sizes and dimensions 
of each type of utensil are specified and requirements for the quality 
of material and of finish are laid down, which should ensure that 
articles will give satisfactory service.

Traditional Market for British Goods in Malaya 


ALAYA’S remarkable return to prosperity after the years of 

Japanese occupation is told in a review of economic and com- 

mercial conditions in the Overseas Economic Surveys Series® 
by the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Malaya. 

The review opens with a hote on the pre-war prosperity of the 
country (dependent then, as tow, on the two principal industries, 
rubber and tin); the effects of Japanese occupation on the country’s 
economy; and tells of the subsequent struggle in post-war years to 
stabilize economy primarily by rebuilding her overseas trade. 

‘The first step to be taken was the quickest possible rehabilitation 
of the rubber and tin industries, but until the revaluation of sterling 
in September 1949, the path of economic revival was hard, going. 
Rubber prices had fallen to below 35 cents a pound in 1949 and the 
price of tin was in the region of £580 a ton, while the prices of 
Malaya’s imports were several times higher than before the war (the 
price of rice was five times the pre-war level). It was, therefore, far 
from casy to effect the restoration of these industries to their former 
efficiency, adopt more efficient methods of production, and at the 
same time raise the standard of living of the workers and develop 
social services 


Boom in Rubber and Tin 


After the revaluation of sterling there began a new and favourable 
trend in the country’s economy. Malaya started to benefit im- 
mediately from the rises in the sterling prices of rubber, tin and 
other raw materials. Stock-piling by the United States gave the 
chief umpetus to the demand for strategic raw materials. The effect 
of this on Malaya may be gauged from the fact that an average rise 
of one cent per pound in the price of rubber in a year calculated on an 
annual export of 980,000 tons (the approximate figure for 1948 of 
gross exports) gave Malaya an increase in gross income of about 
£24 millon per annum. Rubber and tin are two of the principal 
gold-dollar-earning commodities of the sterling area and immediately 
after the liberation these Malayan industries begun to contribute 
substantial sums in hard currencies to the Sterling Area pool. But 
until the end of 1949 Malaya’s total visible trade had been unfavour- 
able During 1950 the values both of Malaya’s total exports and 
of exports to hard currency countries increased greatly, so that by 
the end of the year a position of remarkable strength had been built 
both because of there being a large visible surplus and because of a 
phenomenal increase in earnings of United States and Canadian 
dollars and other scarce currencies, though the country’s dependence 
on its external trade remained no less than before. Boom conditions 
continued into 1951 thanks to the prosperity of the two principal 
industries; rubber commanded prices unequalled since 1913 and 
the price of tin broke all records 

Economic progress would have been even greater but for the cam- 
paign of terrorism which broke out in June 1948. A “ State of 
Emergency "’ was immediately declared by the authorities. Since 
that date attacks on the railways, plantations, mines and other 
industries have been carried out in an attempt to dislocate the 
country’s economy, but although bandit activity has extended through- 
out Malaya it is a fact that production has not suffered much 


Market for United Kingdom Goods 


Malaya is a good market for United Kingdom goods, ranging from 
the capital equipment required by industries and communications 
to the many varieties of consumer goods normally required by a 
mixed European and Asian population and to service the considerable 
entrepot trade with the neighbouring territories of Indonesia, Borneo, 
Thailand and Burma. Competition from other countries 1s en- 
countered in many kinds of goods because Singapore and Penang are 
free ports. But this is traditionally a market for a great variety of

British goods and provided they are competitive there is nearly 
always a preference for them. 

In addition to the purely commercial attractions which Malaya 
has for United Kingdom exporters two factors now justify giving 
especially favourable attention to this market. The first is Malaya’s 
position as the principal net gold-dollar earner in the Sterling Area; 
the other is the urgent need to combat inflation. With the suspension 
of Marshall Aid to the United Kingdom it is more than ever necessary 
to sustain the dollar-earning capacity of Malaya. Due to the imcrease 
in the range and quantity of goods which the United Kingdom and 
other Commonwealth and soft-currency suppliers have been able to 
offer to Malaya in the last two years it has been possible for the latter 
to reduce expenditure of gold dollars to a very small proportion of 
the dollars earned. ‘This has enabled Malaya to make the maximum 
contribution to the Sterling Area pool. Many kinds of exports from 
the United Kingdom qualify as dollar saving goods and deserve the 
highest priority. The range of those is not restricted to absolute 
essentials, for if inflation is to be checked Malaya must continue to 
receive a wide variety of consumer goods. 

The Malayan population has conservative tastes, says the report. 
When goods have earned a reputation they will remain in demand 
as long as they are satisfactory. With the favourable treatment 
accorded under Imperial Preference to British imports into the 
Federation, United Kingdom firms can trade under as good conditions 
as can be found anywhere in the world. 

Malaya’s imports in 1950 where 2,891 million dollars (Malayan 
dollar = 2s. 4d.), 57 per cent. higher than in 1949. The United 
Kingdom was the second largest supplier in 1950 with 770-8 million 
dollars and sent by far the largest amount of manufactured goods. 
Except for a few controlled commodities imports of United Kingdom 
goods have been unrestricted. In the Federation of Malaya they 
enjoy preferential rates for a number of items on which import duties 
are levied. 


United Kingdom Share of Imports 
The United Kingdom goods imported into Malaya include frozen 
fish, biscuits, chocolate, whisky and stout in the food and drink 


categories. British cigarettes predominate and the trade in manu- 
factured tobacco is shared between the United Kingdom and the 
Netherlands. Britain remains the principal supplier of fine china 
but cheaper varieties began to enter in 1950 and 1951 from Con- 
tinental Europe. Britain has by far the largest share of the import 
trade in asbestos sheets, and in 1950 supplied 168,000 tons of cement 
to meet the lively demand of the considerable building activity. 
Malaya could take, in future, whatever quantity the United Kingdom 
is able to export, up to 200,000 tons a year. 

In iron and steel manufactures the United Kingdom sent most 
of the steel sections, sheets and plates, cast iron and steel tubes and 
pipes and bolts and nuts. Domestic electric fittings and appliances, 
including electric fans and regulators, came almost entirely from the 
United Kingdom. Electric bulbs came from the United Kingdom 
and the Netherlands and wires and cables (insulated) were nearly 
all from Britain. 

Good supplies of domestic electric refrigerators of the right kind 
from the United Kingdom entered Malaya in 1950, although the 
British range has a gap between the eight and 25 cubic feet models. 
They are now proving their worth, Malaya being, obviously, an 
excellent market for the electric and kerosene types. 

In 1948 the United Kingdom enjoyed 77 per cent. of the trade in 
wireless receivers, but this figure showed a decrease to 61 per cent. 
in 1950 due to Dutch competition. Nearly all electrical machinery 
has come from Britain except for a small quantity of generators and 
small motors from the United States. A substantial amount of 
heavy equipment is on order in the United Kingdom for the new 
power stations at present being built in Singapore and in the 
Federation. 

Imports of oil engines doubled in 1949 and 1950, with the United 
Kingdom supplying over 70 per cent. in 1950. Of other machinery, 
imports of sewing machines from Britain continued to increase; 
supplies of nearly all the wheel tractors up to 40 h.p. imported ¢éame 
from the United Kingdom. 
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In the market for textiles the United Kingdom in 1950 supplied 
50 per cent by value of printed piece-goods and remains the principal 
supplier of woollen piece-goods and blankets. Most woollen carpets 
came from India with the United Kingdom as the second source. 
British leather footwear predominated in a limited market for imported 
high and medium quality goods. 

In the vehicle field Britain supplies virtually all the equipment for 
Malayan rolling stock; and the market took 243,000 complete 
bicycles from Britain in 1950, over 99 per cent. of the total import 
trade. In motor cycles the trade is almost all in United Kingdom 
machines and in the same year of all cars imported (5,826) 93 per 
cent. by value were from the United Kingdom. The same per- 
centage by value of commercial vehicles also came from Britain. 
Again, in tyre imports, something like 74 per cent. of motor car, 
motor truck and motor cycle covers and tubes came from the United 
Kingdom. In the case of cycle covers and tubes, the United 
Kingdom was again the principal supplier. 

Books, chemicals, cosmetics, perfumery, plastics and toys are 
other British exports enjoying success in Malaya.

Manufacturers and export merchants do business with Malaya 
usually through one of the following kinds of firms or representatives 
established in Malaya :— 

Branches of the United Kingdom firm or an associated company 
in Malaya. 

The big European firm, mainly British, representing a large 
number of manufacturers in several different categories. 

A factory representative in Malaya who supervises the appoint- 
ment of local agents and distributors. 

Medium and small firms, many of them Chinese, who either 
buy on their own account for stock or sell on commission. 

Commission agents who simply obtain orders which are executed 
either direct or through a confirming house.

Restoration of Private Purchase of 
Rubber in the United States 


HE UNITED STATES General Services Administration has 

announced that as from February 23, 1952, they will cease to be 
the sole procurement authority for dry natural rubber, as they have 
been since December 29, 1950. In order to ensure an orderly transition 
from exclusive public purchase to private purchase, the following 
arrangements have been made. They do not apply to latex. 

The General Services Administration will release for consumption 
35,000 tons of dry natural rubber monthly during April and May, 
and 20,000 tons during June. 

Manufacturers and dealers collectively will each be allowed to 
ew 15,000 tons during June under licences to be issued by the 

S.A. 

As from July 1, 1952, all industrial and commercial requirements 
will have to be covered by private purchase or from rubber which may 
become available from the turning over of the stockpile. 

Trading on the Commodity Exchange will re-open immediately, 
for September 1952 delivery. 

The National Production Authority will continue to exercise 
control on the use of dry natural rubber and to restrict stocks to two 
months’ requirements through its rubber order M2. 
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Control of Proceeds of Exports in 
Portuguese Monetary Area 


THE Commercial Counsellor in Lisbon reports the publication of a 

new decree law designed to reduce the Portuguese surplus with the 
European Payments Union. It enters into force at once and the prin- 
cipal provisions are as follows :— 

Banking and credit establishments are obliged to retain 30 per cent. 
of the proceeds of exports from any part of the Portuguese Monetary 
Area to the monetary areas of any E.P.U. countries, and of certain 
other transactions as defined in detail. The proceeds of this levy 
will be transferred to the Bank of Portugal which will keep them in a 
Special Account No. 1. While this money is held by the Bank it 
may not be used to constitute a security or any form of guarantee. 

Releases from the Special Account No. 1 will be made at the end 
of each month according to the position of Portugal in the Union. 

In certain circumstances, if Portugal’s surplus persists, 100 per 
cent. of the proceeds of exports will be blocked and paid into a 
Special Account No. 2. Releases from the No. 2 Account will be 
made on a somewhat similar basis to releases from the No. 1 Account. 

The Council of Ministers is empowered to except any goods from 
the provisions of this law. 


Hungarian Nationalization of 
House Property 


A DECREE dated February 17, nationalizing house property in 

Hungary was published on February 19. 

Main categories affected are :— 

(a) All house property of “ capitalists "" and “ ex capitalists.” 

(b) All house property which is partly or wholly for rent. 

(c) All moveables belonging to owner, stored in house property 

affected under (a) if owner is not in permanent residence. 

Owners or their agents or tenants must under this decree register 
property affected with local authorities within three days of decree 
coming into force. Local authorities are to publish between March 6 
and 8 lists of property nationalized. Appeals should be filed in writing 
with local authorities not later than March 11. 

Her Majesty’s Government Representative in Budapest has reserved 
the position of British subjects owning property in Hungary. 

The decree provides for compensation to be determined by further 
legislation.

Trade Agreement with Germany 


ISCUSSIONS FOR a new Trade Agreement between the United 

Kingdom and the Federal Republic of Germany were successfully 
concluded in London on Tuesday. ‘The new Agreement, which runs 
for a year from January 1, 1952, takes into account the changed 
positions in the European Payments Union of the United Kingdom 
and Germany since the signature of the Trade Agreement for 1951 
as well as the measures of liberalization of imports put into effect 
by Germany as from January 1 last. The Federal German Govern- 
ment has increased certain quotas for imports from the United King- 
dom and the Colonies substantially above the level for 1950, which 
was the last year of normal trading arrangements between the two 
countries ; the quotas given by the United Kingdom Government 
for imports from Germany are for the most part based on the 1950 
or 1951 Agreements. 

Under the Agreement, United Kingdom exports to Germany will 
include woollen and cotton piece-goods, other textile materials, mis- 
cellaneous chemicals, textile and office machinery, fresh and cured 
herrings, and various consumer goods. Imports from Germany will 
include chemicals and dyestuffs, scientific instruments and food 
and agrncultural products. The German Federal Government has 
also substantially increased the quantities of steel which it will make 
available for export to the United Kingdom, 

Some further progress towards the liberalization of invisible trans- 
actions by the Federal German Government was also recorded in the 
agreement. 


Sweden and Soviet Union 


3] ER MAJESTY’S Ambassador at Stockholm reports that according 
to a communique issued by the Swedish Ministry for Foreign 
Affairs a new ‘Trade Agreement covering exchanges in 1952 between 
Sweden and the Soviet Union has now been concluded and signed. 
The Agreement which is in the form of a protocol appended to the 
1940 Swedish-Russian ‘Trade and Payments Agreement provides for 
Swedish imports during 1952 amounting to between Kr, 90-100 million 
of which the chief item will be 100,000 tons of wheat, valued at about 
Kr. 70 million. Swedish imports from Soviet Union will also include 
paraffin, flax and hog bristles, and Swedish exports to Russia will 
include 50 million razor blades, 1,000 tons of rayon wool, 2,000 tons 
of butter, 1,000 tons of rape seed oil, 3,000 tons of salt herring, and 
200 tons of hides

Sweden and Denmark 


HE® MAJESTY’S Ambassador in Copenhagen reports that 

according to a communique issued by the Swedish Ministry for 
Foreign Affairs, an agreement has been concluded in Copenhagen 
regarding trade between Sweden and Denmark during the period 
February 1, 1952 to January 31, 1953. The new Agreement is very 
much on the same lines as previous agreements between the 
two countries, but as a result of the increased liberalization 
of trade on both sides, it has become possible to reduce the number 
of fixed quotas. Among the more important commodities for which 
the Swedish Authorities have undertaken to grant import licences 
are 26,000 tons of sugar and 15,000 tons of meat. 

Swedish exports to Denmark include 65,000 standards of timber, 
30,000 tons of cellulose, 12,000 tons of newsprint and the same 
quantities of other paper and of iron and steel products as last year. 
Danish import quotas for certain Swedish timber and metal manu- 
factured products which are not on the Danish free list have been 
increased in value to cover recent price increases.

Australia 


Importation of Cotton Waste Containing Chemicals 
Prohibited 


THE High Commissioner for Australia in London has been asked 
by the Australian Department of Health to bring to the notice of 
exporters in the United Kingdom that a Proclamation under the 
Quarantine Act prohibits the importation into Australia of :— 
FLOCK, including rag flock or other textile flock, and bedding 
or other articles packed or stuffed with such flock, except the 
following :— 
New clean cotton, wool or jute waste. 

Some recent imports of cotton waste from the United Kingdom 
have been found by the Commonwealth authorities to be heavily 
impregnated with barium sulphate, even up to 50 per cent. by weight. 
It is considered that such material does not come within the descrip- 
tion of “‘new clean cotton . .. waste’’ and is thus a prohibited import 
under the Proclamation quoted above. 

It has, therefore, been decided to impose a total embargo on the 
importation into Australia of cotton waste impregnated with chemicals 
and it is intended that this embargo will be strictly enforced after a 
date (say May 1, 1952) which will allow sufficient time for importers 
to clear shipments already on the water. 


United States of America 
Tariff Classification 
THE BOARD OF TRADE have received the following United 
States Treasury Decision (T.D. 52911) regarding the tariff classifica- 
tion of certain goods imported into the United States :— 

Ring watchcases made in such a way that the ring and the receptacle 
for the watch movement never have separate identities, and are not 
physically separable, are classifiable as articles designed to be worn 
on the person under paragraph 1527 (c), Tariff Act of 1930, as modi- 
fied, being dutiable at the rate of 65 per cent. ad valorem if valued at 
not above $5 per dozen, or at the rate of 35 per cent. ad valorem if 
valued above $5 per dozen, and not under paragraph 367 (f) as watch- 
cases. 

This ruling, in some cases, will result in the assessment of duty at a 
higher rate than previously. 


Peru 


Increased Tariff Rates : Exempted Orders 


A SUPREME DECREE dated February 12 requires that Peruvian 
importers shall register evidence of having placed orders for certain 
textile goods prior to that date in order to avoid increased tariff rates 
which the Supreme Decree authorizes. 

The Peruvian importer was required to produce by March 5 the 
following documents in order to register under the terms of this 
Decree 


(i) a copy of the letter placing the order ; 

(ii) evidence that a bank credit was opened by February 12 ; 

(iii) Alternatively, if no such credit was opened, a confirmatory 
letter or telegram from the manufacturer or exporter accepting 
the order and specifying times and conditions of delivery. 

After completing this registration the importer must submit a 
declaration by the manufacturers or exporters regarding the date 
and conditions of receiving the order. This document must be visaed 
by a Peruvian Consul, or if none is available, by the local Chamber of 
Commerce. 

It should be noted that the documents necessary for initial registra- 
tion did not require such a visa. Information as to the textile goods 
affected by this Decree may be obtained from the Commercial 
Relations and Exports Department, Tariff Section, Horse Guards 
a London, S.W.1.

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Indian Tariff Board Decisions 


THE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at New Delhi has 

forwarded copies of two Resolutions, published in the Gazette of 
India of February 16, 1952, which give the Indian Government's 
decisions on the Tariff Board's Reports on the following industries :— 


No. 11 (2)-T.B.50.—Electric Fans Industry. The Indian Tariff 
Board was asked to enquire into the claim for protection made by the 
Electric Fans Industry. The Board, having investigated the claim, has 
submitted its report. Its recommendations are as follows :-— 

(1) Having regard to the comparative figures of the landed costs of im- 
ports and the fair selling prices of the indigenous products and also in view 
of the current restriction of imports, there is at present no case for imposition 
of any protective duty on electric fans. 

(2) There is no case for a reduction in the import duties on raw materials 
at present. An export surplus of electric fans may, however, arise in future 
and it is probable that indigenous fans may meet with strong competition 
in the export market. In that event, the question of granting relief to this 
industry in the matter of duties on the imported raw materials used in its 
production for export should be favourably considered by the Government. 

(3) Arrangements should be made with the Collectors of Customs and 
the Director-General of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics to record 
imports in terms of quantity as well as value of the following categories of 
electric fans, namely ceiling fans, table fans, railway carriage fans, pedestal 
fans and air circulators. 

(4) The Indian Standards Institution should be requested to expedite 
the formulation of standard specifications for all types of electric fans which 
are at present manufactured in the country on a commercial scale. 

(5) The Industry should take up the question of adequate allocation of 
steel, direct with the Government of India in the Ministry of Commerce 
and Industry. 

(6) The manufacturers should take note of the criticisms made by Govern- 
ment Departments, Railways and other consumers, regarding the need for 
considerable improvement in the construction and finish of indigenous 
table fans and railway carriage fans and take steps to remove the defects. 

2. Government accept the recommendations. The attention of the 
Industry is invited to recommendations Nos. (5) and (6). 


No. 63 (1)-T.B./51.—Zip Fastener Industry. The Indian Tariff 
Board was asked to enquire into the claim for protection from the Zip 
Fastener Industry. The Board has submitted its Report. Its recommenda- 
tions are as follows :— 

(1) The existing revenue duty of 31} per cent. ad valorem should be 
converted into a protective duty at the same rate. 

(2) The protective duty should remain in force for a period of three years. 

(3) If, at any time during the period of protection, the landed costs without 
duty, of the imported product falls appreciably below the present level 
(11as. 5p. per foot for ‘‘ Lightning” zip fasteners of 12 inch length and 
8as. per foot for ‘‘ Flash "’ zip fasteners of the same length) so as to jeopardize 
the position of the indigenous industry the industry may approach the Board 
for a review of the protective duty under Section 4 (1) of the Indian Tariff 
Act, 1934. 

(4) Until brass strips of the required specifications begin to be produced 
in India, the industry should be given facilities to import them from 
abroad. 

(5) The industry has suggested that import licences for brass strips 
should be available for use from the hard currency as well as the soft currency 
sources. In view of the world shortage of this material, this suggestion 
should receive sympathetic consideration from Government. 

(6) The Link Industries, Madras, should be allowed to export their 
brass scrap on condition that a specified proportion of it is re-imported in 
the form of brass strips. 

(7) Government may consider the possibility of extending to this industry 
the benefit of any arrangement which may be made to procure brass strips 
required by the Telephone Company at Bangalore. 

(8) Government should consider the possibility of waiving at least a 
part of the import duty on brass strips required by the zip fastener industry. 

(9) Steps should be taken to make available to this industry the type of 
yarn required for the manufacture of zip fastener tapes, or alternatively, 
the industry should be given facilities to import its requirements of tape 
or yarn from abroad. 

(10) Arrangement should be made with the Collectors of Customs and 
the Director-General of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics for recording 
the imports of zip fasteners into India in terms of quantity and value under 
the following heads :— 


(1) Zip fasteners with metal teeth :— 
(a) Heavy. 
(b) Others. 

(2) Zip f. s with celluloid teeth. 

(11) In formulating the future import control policy with regard to zip 
fasteners, the conclusions reached by the Board regarding domestic require- 
ments and the productive capacity and the actual production of the domestic 
industry should be taken into account. 

(12) The Link Industries should arrange to have their product tested 
by the Government Test House, Alipore, Calcutta. 
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(13) The Link Industries should approach the Indian Standards Inétitu- 
tion for formulation of standards for zip fasteners. 

(14) The industry should furnish the Board, annually or at such intervals 
as the Board may indicate later, with progress reports giving information 
regarding production, sales, stocks, costs of production and prices of indi- 
genous zip fasteners and prices of imported zip fasteners, together with 
details of any significant developments affecting the productive efficiency 
and the competitive position of the industry 

2. Government accept recommendations Nos. 1-3 and 10-14 and will 
take steps to implement them, as far as possible. 

3. As regards recommendation No. 8, the matter is under examination. 

4. Government have also noted the various ancillary recommendations 
(Nos. 4-7 and 9) of the Board for assisting the industry to get raw materials 
and will do whatever is preper and suitable. 

5. The attention of the industry is invited to recommendations Nos. 12, 
13 and 14.

Portuguese India 
Exchange Control Regulations 


A NOTICE in the Board of Trade Journal of January 26, 1952 (page 
172) gave details of the exchar facilities to be granted by the 
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Reserve Bank of India for financing imports into Portuguese India 
from the sterling area 


The United Kingdom ‘Trade Commissioner in Bombay now reports 
that Reserve Bank of India A.D. Circular No. 7, dated February 22, 
1952, has been issued which modifies the provisions contained in 
Reserve Bank of India A.D. Circular No. 1, issued on January 2, 1952, 
the substance of which was reported in the Board of Trade Journal 
notice referred to above. ‘he substance of A.D. Circular No. 7 is 
as follows : 

Authorized dealers are advised that as the authorizations issued 
by the Portuguese Indian authorities are valid for six months it will 
be in order for them to establish letters of credit for the full period 
mentioned in the licence. In the case of imports not under letters of 
credit, payments may be made beyond June 30 1952, provided the 
goods are shipped before the expiry of the relative authorization. 


Arrangements have been made by the Government of India for the 
authorization issued by the Portuguese authorities to be attested by the 
Indian Consul-General in Goa. Authorized dealers should take 
particular note not to establish letters of credit or make remittances 
against such authorizations unless they bear the attestation of the 
Consul-General of India in Goa.

Lorries Importation (Prohibition) Order, 1952.
